COLONIAL BENTGRASS (Agrostis. tenuis). A fine 
textured, hardy, low-growing perennial well adapted 
for mixing with other grasses for lawns. Upright in 
growth, its rich green color makes beautiful lawn turf.

POA TRIVIALIS (Rough-stalked bluegrass). Has no 
creeping rootstocks but is most adaptable in shady 
areas where soil is moist and fertile. 

PERENNIAL RYEGRASS. The plant is a tufted, short- 
lived perennial, with numerous long, narrow leaves 
near the base of the plant. The under surface of the 
leaves is bright and glossy. Germinates and grows 
quickly forming cover while slower-growing grasses 
ate getting established.

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Lawn deterioration is due to a variety of unfavorable 
conditions. The cause is not always easy to diagnose, 
but the result is invariably thin, weed infested turf. 
Soil impoverishment is perhaps the most universal 
cause of lawn failure, although improper maintenance is 
a Close second. Chinch bugs, grubs of the Japanese and 
other beetles, extreme shade, acidity, poor water and 
air drainage and long periods of hot, humid weather, or 
one of several other possible causes, add their contribu- 
tions to lawn failures. After May first, avoid renovation 
of lawns known to have been infested with crab grass 
the previous year. The newly seeded grasses will be 
compelled to compete with crab grass before the lawn 
has a chance to become well established. 


ELIMINATE UNFAVORABLE FACTORS FIRST 


Adequate sunshine, rainfall or irrigation, favorable 
temperature and good soil are the basic fundamentals to 
good lawns. Each of these factors may affect the lawn 
positively or negatively, depending on the conditions 
which prevail. Success will depend largely on ability 
to modify the unfavorable conditions. Excess water 
must be drained by agricultural tile or other means. 
Air drainage is important so there is free movement of 
air over the lawn. Stagnant air can be as bad for good 
turf in periods of unfavorable weather as excess water. 


RENOVATION METHODS 


Good results from reseeding the lawn will be de- 
termined largely by your ability to create a favorable 
surface to receive seed. We believe the following pro- 
ceedure will insure good results if each step is done 
carefully and properly. 


FIRST: Aerify with the mechanical earthworm— 
SOIL-AIRE. It removes narrow cores of earth and makes 
the lawn soft and porus, also promotes conservation of 
moisture, deep root systems, modifies heavy soils, puts 
nutrients in the root zone in all turf areas. 


SECOND: Fertilization follows aerification. The 
choice of fertilizer is largely a matter of personal opinion. 
As the base material for all lawn fertilization, we favor 
MirorGanite, an all-organic plant food. This may be 
supplemented with bone meal or superphosphate every 
two years. 


If clippings are constantly removed from the lawn, 
Acrostoroop with all its nitrogen derived from organic 
materials is advisable. Any 5-10-5 commercial fertilizer 
or any brand name bearing a similar analysis would be 
entirely satisfactory. Use any of these materials in 
strict accordance with instructions on the bag. 


THIRD: Spiking the lawn with the Spike Disc illus- 
trated herein develops a fine seed bed.

bed for the grass seed so it will not be washed away and 
brings it into immediate contact with the soil. While 
the proper use of the Spike Disc certainly falls under the 
Classification of hard labor, we commend its use without 
reservation.

FOURTH. Seeding the lawn is the next step after 
the spiking job is finished. We especially recommend 
our WeEstcHESTER GREEN Lawn Seep which is made up 
entirely of the better dwarf-growing, permanent grasses. 
2% lbs. of seed per 1000 (10x100) square feet is usually 
ample for reseeding the established lawn. Our ScarspALE 
GREEN is also an excellent mixture, particularly for 
Spring use. There is no clover in either of these mixtures. 


Small amounts of clover may be added by the purchaser 
if desired. 


FIFTH. Following seeding the lawn should be rolled 
with a lightweight roller just enough to firm the new 
grass seed into the soil. Do not use a heavy roller since 
the soil will become compacted and the seed will find 
it harder to germinate. 


SIXTH. Irrigation of any new seeding for a period of 
several days is of critical importance. Under ideal con- 
ditions, lawn seed will germinate in one week or so. 
But temperatures must be warm and the soil must never 
be allowed to dry out. If the surface of the soil is kept 
moist at all times, germination takes place rapidly. 
Irrigation until the new seed has germinated and become 
established is one of the most important factors in 
lawn making.

Making the New Lawn 


Unlike the annual flower garden or vegetable garden 
and most farm crops, which complete their life cycle in 
one year, the lawn is a permanent crop and as such must 
have the best possible soil medium established before 
the lawn is planted. The ideal lawn soil is a reasonably 
light sandy loam through which both water and air can 
move quite readily. 


FIRST. MODIFY POOR SOIL AT START 

It is impossible to completely modify a poor soil once 
a lawn is established. Where the soil is heavy lacking 
in organic matter), as is the case in most of Westchester 
County and vicinity, humus or peat moss and probably 
coarse sharp sand too, will be needed to correct this con- 
dition. Spread these uniformly over the area and in- 
corporate into the soil with a power rotary tiller to the 
depth of 6 inches. 


SECOND. FERTILIZATION AND LIME 

The need for lime can be quickly determined by a soil 
test. Most soils in this area are acid in reaction. Phos- 
phate is absolutely necessary as this is the root growing 
element and this can be supplied from superphosphate 
or bone meal. Nitrogen is the growth element and is 
almost always deficient in lawn soils. We prefer to 
supply this in an organic form such as that supplied in 
Mitoreanite. If potash is a factor, this too can be 
supplied with muriate of potash. Any fertilizer com- 
bination such as our AGRostTorooD, 7-7-7 or 5-10-5 may 
be used. 


THIRD. GRADING 

An entirely smooth surface must be accomplished by 
raking and lightly rolling. Where ridges and depressions 
appear, repeat the process until a fine, even seed bed 
is established. 


FOURTH. SEEDING 

Four to five pounds of a good seed mixture is adequate 
for 1000 square feet. For even distribution this is best 
applied with a seeder or spreader. When seeding is com- 
pleted, rake lightly and roll with a moderate weight 
roller. 


FIFTH. WATERING 

Probably more new lawns fail because of the omission 
of water at a critical time than from any other cause. 
We recommend a light watering immediately following 
seeding and at least once a day thereafter, preferably at 
mid-day. Keep this up, unless timely rains fall, until 
the new seed is well germinated. 
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To prevent erosion on severe slopes, Erosionet or cheese 
cloth, staked down, will help in getting seed established. 


SIXTH a CULLING 
When the new grass is 214 inches tall, top it off with 


the mower set to cut 2 inches high. When the lawn is 
established never cut closer than one inch, unless the 
lawn is all bent. During the heat of Summer a higher 
cut of 11% to 2 inches is recommended. 
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GRADING RAKE. This wooden rake, 
consisting of 28 teeth and 3 aluminum 
bows is the best tool for leveling and 
making a finished grade. $1.75. 


EROSIONET. This is a strong open mesh fabric that 
will hold seed firmly in place and help prevent wash- 
outs. Grass will grow up through the mesh and soon 
cover it so that it cannot be seen, and it will eventually 
disintegrate.

Eliminating Lawn Insects 


Good lawns apparently have a particular attraction 
to destructive insects. Japanese, Oriental, Asiatic and 
June Beetles along with Chinch Bugs evidently find good 
turf far better feeding than weedy, neglected grass. 
Fortunately, new and potent chemicals provide good 
insurance against their depredation or effect quick con- 
trol at economical cost. Prior to the advent of DDT, 
arsenate of lead gave good grub-proofing results, but no 
insecticide was fully effective against Chinch Bugs. 


GRUB CONTROL 


Adult beetles lay eggs in lawn sod in the Summer 
which hatch into small white grubs in the early Fall. 
Damage to the lawn results from their feeding on the 
grass roots. Injury first shows up as small brown areas 
in the lawn, only a few inches in diameter. These areas 
tapidly spread as the grubs grow larger and fatter on 
luscious grass roots. With the arrival of cool weather 
in the late Fall grubs cease feeding and move down in 
the soil for the Winter. During the warm days of early 
Spring they again come near the surface and resume 
feeding. Later in the Spring they enter the pupa cycle 
of their life and hatch out as beetles and emerge in late 
June or early July. In this stage they feed on the foliage 
of many ornamental plants and lay eggs again to per- 
petuate the species. 


Diagnosis of grub damage is generally 
easy. One can almost feel grub damaged 
turf under foot when walking over it. By 
taking hold of a small handful of grass 
blades and lifting lightly grub damage 1s 
easily detected. If the turf rolls back easily, as though 
the roots had been cut off, grubs are almost certain to 
be present. Skunks often tear up portions of the lawn in 
search of grubs and many birds feeding on a lawn may 
indicate the presence of grubs. 








Most lawns in this area were grub-proofed with ar- 
senate of lead during the period of heavy Japanese beetle 
infestation in the thirties. Arsenate of lead applied from 
7 to 10 years ago no longer is effective and numerous

instances of severe grub damage were noted in West- 
chester County in the Fall of 1949. Arsenate of lead, 
while still a very efficient grub proofing material, has 
been largely supplanted by DDT, Chlordane, Parathion, 
Toxophene and Benzene Hexachloride, since they are 
much more economical in cost at present prevailing 
prices. Chlordane is perhaps most widely used today 
for grub control, although all the materials mentioned 
are highly potent, economical in cost and provide pro- 
tection for varying periods of time up to several years. 
Rates and methods of application will be found on the 
manufacturers label for each of these products and all 
may be relied upon for effective control. 


CHINCH BUGS 


Since the early thirties chinch bugs have accounted 
for hundreds of thousands of dollars in damage to lawns 
along the Atlantic Seaboard. A close relative of the 
lawn chinch bug has caused millions of dollars in 
damage to corn and small grains in the mid-west. In 
1934 they caused an estimated loss of $40,000,000 in 
Illinois alone. 

The first indication of lawn damage 
by chinch bugs is wilting and drying 
of the grass although adequate moisture 
may be present in the soil. Isolated 
small brown dry spots first appear in the 
lawn. In a few days time entire lawns 
in sunny areas may be devastated. It 
is hard to understand how such a small 
insect, only about 1% inch in length, 
often Aifeale to see, can account for so much damage. 
Their number easily overcomes their lack of size. When 
fully grown they are almost black in color with the 
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exception of their short wings which are nearly white. 
They do not fly but move through the grass on the 
surface of the ground at considerable speed. In the 
young nymph stage they are pink to fed in color and not 
much larger than a pin head. As they mature their color 
changes to brown and finally nearly black. Veritable 
hordes of them attack the grass plant just above the 
crown as it emerges from the soil. They suck all the 
juices from the grass blades, leaving them dry and 
brown. Their destructive action to grass can be visualized 
by comparing them with the small aphis which so 
viciously attack Roses and other plants and which are 
also sucking insects. 


Mature chinch bugs live over the Winter in tall 
gtasses or in other sheltered, protected spots. They are 
known to inhabit the underground nests of field mice 
and remain in their Winter hibernating quarters until 
temperatures reach 70 degrees for several hours daily. 
They are active only in the warmth of bright sunlight 
and occasionally move about as early as late March if 
temperatures are favorable. As soon as they start moving 
in the Spring the females start laying a few eggs daily, 
up to a total of some 200 for their life. These eggs hatch 
out as young nymphs in May and June and as quickly 
as these nymphs reach maturity they too lay eggs and 
more broods hatch out in the Summer and Fall. Eyvi- 
dently many of the adults from the Spring brood live 
and remain active for the entire Summer, the population 
constantly gaining, unless control chemicals are applied. 
Chinch bugs were responsible for severe lawn damage in 
1949 which was erronously charged to the severe drouth. 
Many failed to sense the error until lawns were ruined. 

All of the materials mentioned for grub control are 
likewise efficient against chinch bugs, although here 
again chlordane has proven most popular in the past 
two years. Sabadilla dust has also been successfully 
used in their control. Tobacco dust, once widely used 
with but little effect, is obsolete. Since chinch bugs are 
active on the surface of the ground, control materials 
are effective only in this area. Once the control chemical 
has been washed into the soil it is no longer effective 
against chinch bugs. The material is not a total loss 
however since it will provide control of grubs and some 
other soil borne insects. Once a lawn has been infested 
by chinch bugs timely applications of control chemicals 
should be made at least once per year. This is simply 
cheap insurance against total lawn renovation. 

For a more complete discussion of Grub and Chinch 
Bug Control get copies of the excellent bulletins on each 
of these subjects issued by the New York, New Jersey 
and Connecticut Agricultural Experiment Stations. 


LAWN ANTS 


Ants often make lawns unsightly, especially in dry 
weather. Numerous chemicals are effective in their 
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control, but here again chlordane is outstanding. All 
manufacturers of this chemical issue complete directions 
for its use in ant control. 


EARTHWORMS, CUT WORMS, Etc. 


Arsenate of lead at rates approximating 10 pounds per 
1000 square feet will virtually eliminate the common 
earthworm. The tropical earthworm or stinkworm will 
bow only to chlordane and some of the other newer chem- 
icals. Cut worms which often damage grass are like- 
wise controlled with chlordane as are sod web worms, 
some leaf hoppers and other insects. 


As Spence said in ‘‘Just Weeds’’ insects and weeds are 
nearly sure to come into one’s life. We may be thankful 
for the research chemists who have provided us with 
effective materials for their control.

Crab Grass Control 


Many who come to discuss crab grass look. askance 
when we tell them grass is the best control we know. 
Nevertheless no better means for eliminating crab grass 
can be exhibited than a well-established, properly 
nurtured lawn of permanent grasses. Most lawn soils 
are infested with crab grass seeds. A dense turf which 
shades the ground will effectively discourage seed 
germination. The mild shade of the ideal lawn, free of 
crab grass, illustrates our point. When turf is thin or 
dies out from disease, grubs or insect damage, crab grass 
and other weeds quickly volunteer to fill the void. 


Unfortunately, most of us think of remedial measures 
for crab grass eradication when the season is so advanced 
that little can be accomplished toward the desired end. 
Early July and no later than August first is the time 
control measures must begin. A choice of several methods 
or chemicals to effectuate control are open. 


If only occasional plants occur, hand removal is prac- 
tical. When infestation is heavy, repeated heavy rakings 
to lift runners, followed by cutting to prevent seed head 
formation will succeed, if the lawn is liberally fertilized 
and reseeded in early September. The fertilization and 
reseeding should be preceded by spiking to insure a 
good seed bed. 


There are several chemicals which can be used for the 
eradication of crab grass, which you will find listed on 
this page. But—please read our bulletin—'’CRAB 
GRASS CONTROL” before applying any chemical to 


your lawn. 


AERO CYANAMID 


A high analysis nitrogenous fertilizer extremely caus- 
tic to vegetation when applied at reasonably heavy rates. 
It has a place in the crab grass control picture as a soil 
sterilizing agent. Lawns completely infested with crab 
grass which need no regrading or topdressing, are 
treated with 75 pounds of Cyanamid per 1000 square 
feet. This will not only kill the surface vegetation but 
virtually all weed seed in the top inch or so of soil. 
One month must elapse following the application of 
Cyanamid before proceeding with spiking and reseeding. 
No fertilizer other than superphosphate should be applied 
to Cyanamid treated lawns until the following Spring.

Cyanamid may also be used to sterilize lawn top- 
dressing.

So used, Cyanamid will 
destroy virtually all viable seeds in the soil.

A new product made by the American Cyanamid Com- 
pany called AERO CYANATE was used last season on 
golf courses and home lawns for the control of crab 
grass and gave great promise as an effective control for 
this pest. We will tell you more about this material 
later on as soon as packaging and prices are established.

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Fighting Turf Diseases 


The illustrations on this page may appear disturbing. 
They should not be, because the diseases shown are not common 
on home lawns, with the possible exception of snow mold. 
Unfavorable soil conditions and adverse weather bring 

on fungus diseases. Soil compaction retards or stops free 
movement of air and water in the soil and creates ideal 
conditions for disease. Little can be done about the 
weather but soil modification can be done when the lawn 
is built and needed drainage provided. Compact lawn 
soils must be opened up by forking or aerification, 
especially when soil is heavy or subject to traffic from 
playing children. School athletic fields are an example 
of areas where turf maintenance is difficult even when 
conditions are ideal, due to compaction from excessive 
traffic. Diseases of turf are more easily prevented than 
cured. Attention to drainage, aeration and good physical 
soil conditions will be rewarded by good turf, capable 
of survival during periods of bad weather. 


SNOW MOLD 





Snow Mold 


Snow mold appears in early Spring and may be severe 
even without snow, despite the name. This disease 
occurs in periods of low temperature when surface 
moisture is in excess. It is especially bad along the 
edges of ice sheets. As the ice is melted by the bright 
sun, the accumulated moisture creates an ideal condition 
for Snow Mold fungus to develop. Snow Mold is easily 
identified. The grass in irregular patches of distinct 
patterns appears to be scalded and moldy. Turf is fre- 
quently killed when the disease is severe. Complete 
recovery occurs from mild attacks when weather becomes 
favorable for turf growth. Snow Mold can be prevented 
with applications of Calo-Clor, Tersan, or Semesan in 
the late Fall. 


BROWN PATCH 


Brown Patch is somewhat like Snow Mold in appear- 
ance and size of area effected and is a warm weather 


disease. It strikes always in periods of very high hu- 
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Large Brown Patch 


midity and temperature. When adverse weather condi- 
tions persist, damage to turf may prove fatal. This 
disease is accentuated by heavy, compact, water-soaked 
soil. Mild attacks recover quickly when temperature 
moderates and air circulates freely. Properly constructed 
lawns with good drainage and favorable soil conditions — 
are seldom damaged severely by brown patch. Mid- 
summer damage to grass from other causes 1s often in- 
correctly diagnosed as Brown Patch. 

Mild attacks can be quickly stopped with applications 
of Tersan. Severe attacks may be alleviated somewhat 
on water-soaked soils by forking or aerification with the 
Soil-Aire. Light applications of hydrated lime, 3 to 5 
pounds per 1000 square feet, sprayed or dusted on, often 
stops Brown Patch and results in quick recovery. Good 
lawns containing much bentgrass are particularly sus- 
ceptible to attack. Such lawns should have preventive 
applications of Tersan as unfavorable climatic condi- 
tions develop. Calo-Clor is also effective against 
Brown Patch but this material is quite caustic to tender 
turf and may cause damage unless carefully applied at 
very light rates. 





Dollar Spot 


DOLLAR SPOT 


Dollar Spot appears as small spots about the size of a 
silver dollar or smaller, hence the name. It is a cool 
weather disease and generally occurs at night following 
a quick drop in temperature. Attacks are quite severe in 
Spring and Fall when warm days are followed by crisp, 
cool nights. Injury is mostly confined to creeping bent 
grasses and recovery is generally slow. Grass which is 
nitrogen hungry is much more susceptible to attack than 
vigorous well-fed turf. Calomel was long preferred as a 
preventive for Dollar Spot, but has now been supplanted 
with CRAG or DUPONT 531 Fungicide. 


OTHER LAWN DISEASES AND INJURY 


Pythium, copper spot and other diseases seldom attack 
the home lawn and present fungicides are of little value 
in their control. Summer Scald, which causes severe 
damage to many lawns each year can be largely charged 
to excessive rainfall, followed by high temperature and 
humidity, especially on poorly drained areas. Oftimes, 
the permanent cure to recurring lawn damage from this 
cause can only result from tile drainage and soil modi- 
fication. Improper irrigation is a contributing factor 
to scald. 


With the extreme shortage of water in the New York 
area in eatly 1950, every method of water conservation 
should be practiced. The extreme drought of 1949 con- 
vinced many people that good turf can withstand long 
periods of moisture deficiency when soil conditions are 
ideal. Aerification of the lawn in early Spring will 
assure moisture penetration from Spring rains and deeper 
rooting of grasses. Such turf can draw upon moisture 
deep down in the soil beyond the reach of shallow 
rooted grasses. 


Seepage water, breaking out of hillsides, often over- 
runs or comes up in home lawns. Injury from this cause 
is most easily detected in early Spring. Good turf cannot 
stand continued excesses of moisture in Summer or 
Winter. Much Spring lawn renovation which becomes 
necessary every year, could be avoided if seepage water 
could be diverted elsewhere.

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Lawn Aeration

Aeration of the soil under lawns works wonders. In 
well aerated earth, a water shortage will be less serious, 
for moisture enters easily into the ground and does not 
run off into the gutter and into the sea. Besides, proper 
aeration means that roots grow deeper, grass is healthier, 
fertilizer is more effective. Everything else being equal, 
then actation makes a better lawns 


Let us look at the facts underlying this. Lawns are made 
to be used. The traffic of feet and mowers gradually 
causes compaction. The effect is more serious on “‘heavy”’ 
soils with a high clay content. A compact earth is one 
with most of the air squeezed out of the soil, and with 
the particles smashed so closely together that water can’t 
get through. Then we say we have a ‘‘tight’’ earth, 
which gets very hard when it dries. 


When plant roots don’t have enough air they can’t 
absorb enough water—hence, a thin, weedy turf de- 
velops. Poor turf lets the raindrops smash against the 
ground, which causes further compaction. (A dense turf 
cushions the impact of raindrops and traffic.) A com- 
pacted soil will not let water in fast enough, so most 
of it has to run off, which does no one any good. This is 
the ‘‘first lesson in water and soil conservation.”’

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Weed Control in Garden, Lawn, Field 


Spence, in his excellent book, ‘‘JUST. WEEDS’’ (Chas. 
Scribners Sons), says nothing is so sure to come into 
one’s life as weeds, unless it be insects. Any plant is a 
weed, he continues, if itinsists on growing where the 
husbandman wants another plant to grow. Nature has 
endowed weeds with many characteristics including a 
super-vitality making them generally obnoxious to man 
and beast. They despoil our lawns, gardens and fields. 
Their control by cultivation involves both valuable time 
and arduous labor. Fortunately, chemistry has come to 
our aid. Where there is a weed, there is also a chemical 
to control it. Whatever the weed problem, the right 
weed killer must be selected for best results. 


2-4D weed killers are the most generally useful of all. 
They are highly effective in destroying many troublesome 
weeds in the lawn and in all grain crops belonging to 
the grass family. New chemicals have been developed to 
control weeds which are resistant to 2-4D. At recom- 
mended dosage, grasses sustain little or no injury from 
2-4D. In many places however, grasses themselves are 
weeds and in such instances a chemical such as Sodium 
TCA must be selected, which will destroy many grasses. 
To the list of selective weed killers we must add the 
caustic materials, which destroy all surface vegetation. 
This is occasionally desirable in driveways, etc. New 
soil fumigants, such as DOWFUME MC2, destroy both 
soil borne insects and viable weed seeds in the soil. 
Space does not permit a full discussion of the theory and 
practice of weed control in these pages. Special bulletins 
pertinent to specific weed problems will be sent on re- 
quest to anyone interested.

BIRDS 


Encouraging Friendly Birds 


Birds wage a constant battle against 
insect pests which makes it profitable as 
well as entertaining and educational to 
encourage them to stay around. Feed 


the birds until Spring is advanced enough 
so that nature will provide them with all 
the food they need. At the first hint of 


Spring put out nesting material and get 
the bird houses up, choosing those for 
several species rather than all one type. 
It isn’t necessary to put out food during 
late Spring, Summer and early Fall but as 
soon as the natural food supply starts to 
dwindle, fill the feeders and thus encourage 
many birds to stay around all Winter.
